Six  wards  for  private  patients. 

Three  sun  rooms  complete. 

A  maternity  ward  of  two  beds,  with  an  additional 
room. 

An  emergency  ward. 

A  casualty  ward. 

An  operating  wing  complete. 

An  X-ray  room  and  dark  room. 

A  waiting  hall. 

An  office. 

A  nurses’  dining  room  and  pantry. 

A  kitchen  wing  complete. 

Matron’s  sitting  room. 

Nurses’  sitting  room. 

A  separate  bedroom  for  each  member  of  the 
nursing  and  domestic  staff. 

Ample  bath  and  lavatory  accommodation. 

Adequate  household  and  medical  equipment  store 
rooms,  and  other  necessary  offices. 

Outdoor  stores  and  garage. 

Gardener’s  Cottage. 

This  accommodation  is  devised  on  the  radiating  principle, 
whereby  the  maximum  of  light  and  air  is  available  for 
every  part. 

One  central  corridor  ensures  easy  air  circulation  and  good 
supervision. 

Each  separate  wing  is  planned  as  a  unit,  immediately 
adjacent  to  its  neighbouring  wings. 

The  cost  of  the  site  and  buildings,  including  lighting, 
heatinsr  and  drainage,  furnishing,  and  laying  out  the  garden, 
was  £23,327. 
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The  Thirtieth  Annual  Report. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  pleasure  in  presenting  to 
the  subscribers  its  30th  Annual  Report. 

The  growth  of  the  district  served  by  the  Hospital  still 
continues  very  rapidly.  The  cases  treated  increased  to  690  as 
against  632  last  year;  casualties  numbering  330  as  against 
241  last  year. 

The  Penny-a-Week  Fund  produced  £1,401  16s.  7d.  and  a 
grant  from  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  £50.  Other 
sums  as  set  out  on  pages  18  and  19  have  been  received,  so 
that  ihe  general  income  has  been  well  maintained 

The  question  of  enlargement  has  given  cause  for  much 
anxious  thought,  having  in  view  the  needs  of  such  a 
growing  population,  and  very  shortly  the  General  Com¬ 
mittee  will  be  called  upon  to  consider  amended  plans  for 
increased  accommodation  so  badly  needed  in  the  men’s 
wnrcl,  the  provision  of  a  new  children’s  ward  and  nurses’ 
home. 

The  Ladies  Hospital  Supply  Guild,  which  was  discontinued 
last  year,  has  been  newly  formed  under  the  presidency  of 
Mrs.  Judd,  and  is  doing  good  work  for  the  institution. 

Hon.  Secretary,  Major  C.  P.  Lovelock,  has  been 
missed  very  much  from  our  deliberations  during  the  year 
owing  to  illness;  we  are  glad  to  learn  he  is  slowly 
recovering. 

The  Institution  has  suffered  a  very  severe  loss  by  the 
death  of  Mi.  J.  Tyler,  one  of  its  founders  and  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee  since  its  formation  in  1899.  He 
was  whole-hearted  and  sincere  in  everything  for  the  good 
of  the  Hospital  and  its  inmates,  ever  ready  to  do  all  that 
was  possible  to  relieve  the  sick  and  suffering. 

The  Committee  feel  that  the  subscribers  would  wish  them 
once  again  to  place  on  record  their  indebtedness  to  all 
those  who  serve  the  Hospital,  whether  on  the  Medical  and 
Nursing  Staff,  the  Hon.  Auditors,  and  those  who  on  the 
various  Committees  do  so  much  to  provide  the  funds  to 
carry  on  the  work. 

In  conclusion,  a  few  words  addressed  to  new  residents  in 
the  distiict.  I  lease  do  not  imagine  that  being  newcomers 
you  have  no  interest  in  the  Hospital.  It  is  the  abnormal 
growth  of  the  population  that  the  need  for  enlargement 
exists.  Come  over  and  help  us  ”  to  carry  on  the  good 
woik.  Gi\  e  what  you  can  afford  to  the  extension  fund, 
also  ask  for  a  Penny-a-Week  ”  box.  This  helps  others;  at 
some  future  day  you  may  need  the  Hospital  yourself.

GENERAL  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

As  Amended  in  1906,  1909  1910  and  1924. 


I. 

The  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  accommodation  and 
treatment  of  suitable  cases  of  disease  or  accident 
amongst  the  residents  of  Carshalton  and  the  neighbourhood, 
and  patients  shall  be  required  to  pay  towards  their  main¬ 
tenance  a  weekly  sum  of  not  less  than  Ten  Shillings, 
except  under  special  circumstances,  when  the  amount  to  be 
paid  shall  be  that  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Patienfs  may  also  be  admitted  to  the  Private  Wards  of 
the  Hospital  on  payment  of  such  weekly  sum  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  and 
such  Medical  Fees  as  may  be  agreed  between  the  patient 
and  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  case. 

II. 

The  affairs  of  the  Institution  generally  shall  be  under  the 
management  of  a  Committee  to  be  known  as  the  General 
Committee.  This  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  twice  in 
each  year,  and  shall  deal  wTith  all  matters  that  do  not  come 
within  the  province  of  the  Executive  Committee,  or  which 
may  from  time  to  time  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  The  General  Committee  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  Yiee-Presidents,  Treasurer,  the  Hon.  Medical 
Officers,  and  12  members,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  and  from  amongst  annual  subscribers  of  not  less 
than  2s.  6d.  The  Secretary  for  the  time  being  shall  not  be 
eligible  to  serve  on  this  Committee.  The  quorum  for  the 
General  Committee  shall  be  eight. 

III. 

The  working  management  of  the  Hospital  and  all  questions 
of  finance  and  investments  shall  be  under  the  control  of  an 
Executive  Committee  which  shall  meet  monthly  and  consist 
of  not  more  than  twelve  members.  This  Committee  shall  be 
elected  by  and  from  the  General  Committee  after  open 
nomination  at  its  first  Meeting  to  be  held  immediately 
after  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Committee  to  deal  with  all  matters  connected  with  the 
staffing  and  internal  administration  of  the  Hospital,  md  with 
repairs,  purchases,  and  all  matters  of  detail,  and  it  shall  be 
competent  for  this  Committee  at  any  time  or  times  to  call  a 
meeting  of  the  General  Committee  and  to  refer  to  it  any 
question  for  decision.  The  quorum  for  this  Committee  shall 
be  three. 


IV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  at  the  first  meeting  in  each 
year  elect  one  of  its  number  to  be  Chairman  and  in  the  event 
of  the  President  not  being  in  attendance  at  a  meeting  of  the 
General  Committee,  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  be  entitled  to  take  the  Chair. 

V. 

Two  persons,  not  being  members  of  the  General  or 
Executive  Committee,  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  to  examine  and  certify  the  correctness  of  the 
accounts  to  be  laid  before  the  next  Annual  Meeting.  The 

e  su  er  and  Societal y  shall  have  their  accounts,  with  all 
necessary  vouchers,  ready  for  audit  at  least  14  days  before 
the  day  fixed  for  the  Annual  Meeting. 

VI. 

The  manager  of  the  Carshalton  branch  of  Barclays 
Bank,  Ltd.,  for  the  time  being  shall  be  the  Treasurer. 

VII. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  subscribers  shall  be  summoned 
during  the  month  of  March  to  receive  the  Audited  Accounts 
and  Report  of  the  Committee  for  the  previous  year,  for 
the  election  of  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Honorary 
Secretary,  Honorary  Medical  Officers,  Members  of  the 
General  Committee,  and  Auditors,  and  for  other  business. 

VIII. 

The  Executive  Committee  may  at  any  time,  and  shall,  upon 
the  requisition  of  not  less  than  twenty  subscribers,  call  a 
Special  Meeting  of  subscribers.  The  notice  calling  such 
meeting  shall  state  the  business  proposed  to  be  transacted, 
and  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  at  such  meeting. 
The  quorum  for  a  Special  Meeting  of  subscribers  shall  be 
fifteen. 

IX. 

Not  less  than  seven  days'  notice  shall  be  given  of  any 
General  or  Special  Meeting  of  subscribers  and  any  such 
notice  shall  be  in  writing. 

X. 

All  questions  brought  before  any  meeting  shall  be  decided 
by  a  show  of  hands,  the  Chairman  having  an  additional  or 
casting  vote. 

XI. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  any 
vacancy  which  may  occur  among  its  members,  or  in  the  Offices 
of  Hon.  Secretary  and  Hon.  Medical  Officers,  and  the  person 
or  persons  so  appointed  shall  be  entitled  to  act  until  the  next 
Annual  Meeting. 

XII. 

The  General  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  any  Bye¬ 
laws  necessary  for  the  good  government  of  the  Institution. 


XIII. 

The  Establishment  shall  consist  of  a  Matron,  and  such 
other  Nurses  and  Servants  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Executive  Committee. 


No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  act  as  Hon.  Medical  Officer 
unless  he  be  legally  qualified  and  registered  to  practice  under 
the  Medical  Act.  The  Hon.  Medical  Officers  will  have  entire 
control  over  the  medical  management  of  the  Hospital,  they 
will  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  their  monthly 
meetings  and  Avill  act  in  concert  with  them  for  the  good  o*f 
the  Institution.  The  patients  may  be  attended  by  such  Hon. 
Medical  Officer  as  they  may  select.  Each  patient  shall  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  attended  by  the  Hon.  Medical  Officer  who  first 
undertakes  the  case. 

XY. 

No  person  suffering  from  any  infectious  or  incurable  disease 
or  who  is  of  unsound  mind  shall  be  admitted  to  or  remain  in 
the  Hospital. 

The  following  classes  of  Maternity  cases  are  eligible  for 
admission  and  treatment  in  the  Hospital  :  — 

(1)  Ante-natal  cases  requiring  special  treatment. 

(2)  Maternity  cases  requiring  special  treatment  in 

delivery. 

(3)  Ordinary  Maternity  cases  where  the  home  circum¬ 

stances  are  so  exceptional  as  to  jeopardise  safe 

delivery  or  to  be  obviously  unsuitable. 

(4)  Post-natal  cases  with  special  complications  requiring 

Hospital  treatment. 

such  cases  to  be  admitted  as  the  need  arises  when  notified  to 
the  Matron  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  a  Medical 
Practitioner  in  the  area  covered  by  the  Hospital,  on  such 
terms  as  to  payment  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  approved 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

XYI. 

No  patient  shall  be  admitted  without  a  recommendation 
signed  by  a  subscriber,  and  countersigned  by  an  Hon. 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution,  except  accidents  and  any 
cases  of  emergency  which  may  call  for  immediate  treatment, 
which  will  be  admitted  at  all  times  when  there  is  room.  In 
each  case  an  undertaking  must  be  signed  by  some  responsible 
person  for  the  payment  of  the  weekly  sum  applicable  to  the 
case. 

XVII. 

Subscribers  shall  receive  one  letter  of  recommendation  in 
respect  of  each  10s.  subscribed  per  annum. 


XVIII. 

Every  collecting  box  holder,  and  every  minister  of  religion, 
or  officer  of  any  society,  who  or  whose  church  or  society 
shall  transmit  to  the  treasurer  any  sum  of  money,  shall  be 
-entitled  for  the  then  current  year  to  recommend  patients  on 
the  scale  as  in  the  last  rule,  and  to  act  as  a  subscriber  in  all 
the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  up  to  and  including  the  next  Annual 
Meeting. 

XIX. 

Subscriptions  shall  be  paid  in  advance,  and  commence  from 
January  1st.  No  person  shall  take  any  part  in  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  recommend  any  patient, 
unless  his  Subscription  has  been  paid  in  respect  of  the  year 
ending  31st  December  preceding. 

XX. 

No  patient  may  remain  in  Hospital  longer  than  eight 
weeks  unless  under  special  circumstances,  to  be  reported  by 
the  Hon.  Medical  Officers  and  approved  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

XXI. 

None  of  the  above  Rules  or  Regulations,  nor  any  Rules  or 
Regulations  for  the  time  being  in  force,  shall  be  abrogated, 
suspended,  or  altered,  nor  any  new  rule  made,  except  at  the 
Annual  Meeting,  or  a  Special  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  and 
no  motion  for  a  new  Rule,  or  for  the  abrogation,  suspension, 
or  alteration  of  any  existing  Rule,  shall  be  brought  forward 
unless  notice  thereof  in  writing  shall  have  been  given  to  the 
Secretary  at  least  fourteen  days  previously  to  the  holding  of 
the  Meeting,  and  the  terms  of  the  motion  shall  have  been  by 
him  inserted  in  the  summons  for  the  meeting. 


BYE-LAWS  FOR  PATIENTS. 


I. 

All  Patients  shall  strictly  obey  these  Bye-Laws  and  the 
orders  of  the  Committee,  Medical  Officers,  Matron,  and 
Nurses.  They  shall  be  civil  and  cleanly,  and  shall  not  waste 
or  damage  any  property  of  the  Hospital  or  of  its  inmates. 

II. 

No  Patient  will  be  allowed  to  go  out  of  the  Hospital 
without  permission  of  the  Matron. 

III. 

No  Male  Patient  will  be  allowed  to  go  into  the  female 
wards,  nor  any  Female  Patient  into  the  male  wards,  without 
the  Matron’s  permission. 


IV. 

Patients  are  to  go  to  bed  before  8  p.m.  in  the  winter,  and 
before  9  p.m.  in  the  summer,  except  in  any  special  case  the 
Matron  may  order  otherwise,  and  when  able  must  be  dressed 
before  the  breakfast  hour. 


V. 

The  friends  of  Patients  may  visit  them  on  Sundays  from 
2.30  to  4,  and  Wednesdays  from  3  to  4  p.m.,  but  they  must 
not  interfere  with  other  Patients.  By  special  leave  of  the 
Matron,  visitors  will  be  admitted  at  other  hours. 

VI. 

Such  of  the  Patients  as  may  be  adjudged  able  by  the 
Medical  Officers  are,  at  the  request  of  the  Matron  or  Nurse, 
to  assist  in  the  light  duties  of  the  wTards. 

VII. 

Patients  must  bring  with  them  decent  clothing. 

VIII. 

Patients  may  be  attended  by  their  respective  Ministers  of 
Religion  at  any  time,  when  it  is  possible  for  the  Matron  to 
admit  them  to  the  ward. 


IX. 

No  Patient,  whilst  under  treatment  at  the  Hospital,  to  go 
into  a  public-house. 


X 

No  liquors  or  provisions  to  be  brought  into  the  Hospital 
without  the  permission  of  the  Matron. 

XI. 

11  a  Patient  wilfully  breaks  any  of  the  Rules,  he  or  she 
will  render  himself  or  herself  liable  to  immediate  expulsion 
from  the  Hospital. 


XII. 

Any  complaint  may  be  made  to  the  Medical  Officers  or  to 
the  Committee.
